Ali Landry's Family Tragedy 

The former Miss USA lost her father-in-law and brother-in- 
law to kidnappers amid escalating cartel violence in Mexico 

Two weeks after they were kidnapped on Sept 4, the father-in-law and brother- 
in-law of actress and former Miss USA Ali Landry were found dead on Sept 19 in 
Veracruz, Mexico, the apparent victims of a drug-cartel ransom scheme. Juan 
Manuel Gomez Fernandez and his son Juan Manuel Gomez Monteverde— the 
father and brother of Landry’s husband, filmmaker Alejandro Gomez 
Monteverde— suffered traumatic brain injuries and had been dead for several 
days, said the Veracruz state prosecutor. The two were abducted after leaving 
their home in the neighboring Tamaulipas state, a region where clashing cartels 
use kidnappings to raise money. A ransom was paid for their release, according 
to the Latin Times, but the kidnappers reneged. Monteverde’s brother Juan 
Manuel was a partner in a Tamaulipas restaurant that reportedly had alerted 
authorities to cartel activity. Landry, 42, was named Miss USA in 1996 and one of 
Peoples “50 Most Beautiful” after gaining fame as the “Doritos Girl” in a 1998 
Super Bowl spot. She married Monteverde, 38, in 2006; the couple have three 
children. David Henrie, who starred in the director’s film Little Boy, posted on 
Instagram, “Please pray for Alejandro Monteverde and his family. . . . And pray 
for Mexico.

The “Class” includes all persons whose 
cellular telephone numbers were called using a dialer by 
Asset, released parties, or a third party dialing company 
on behalf of Asset or the released parties, without 
consent, during the period from April 17, 2009 through 
September 4, 2014. 

Subject to final Court approval, each Class Member 
who submits a valid Claim Form will be entitled to 
recover from the Common Fund. A Class Member’s 
recovery depends on how much, if any, the Class 
Member owes Asset. If the Class Member owes Asset 
no money, then that individual is entitled to a pro rata 
share of the $200,000 Cash Component of the Common 
Fund, up to $1,500. Payment amounts under the Cash 
Component will vary based on the total number of 
valid Claim Forms received from Class Members who 
owe Asset no money to Asset, and after deducting the 
incentive award of up to $2,500 that will be paid to the 
Class Representative. However, if the Class Member 
owes Asset any amount of money, then that individual 
shall be entitled to a one-time forgiveness of the money 
owed to Asset in an amount that is the lesser of (1) 
the Individual Debt Forgiveness Settlement Amount 
calculated by dividing $800,000 by the number of valid 
Claim Forms received from Class Members who owe 
Asset money, (2) the amount that the Class Member is 
identified as owing to Asset in its records, or (3) $1,500. 
It is not known how many Class Members exist, but over 
387,000 potential Class Members are expected to be 
notified of the settlement by mail.

generated since joiningthe presidential 
race last June, Trump’s private family 
life has remained something of a mys- 
tery, as has Melania— a former super- 
model and Slovenian immigrant who 
became a naturalized citizen in 2006, 
the year after she married Trump. Today 
is the first time she’s faced reporters’ 
questions since becoming a candidate’s 
wife, and she’s both candid and careful. 
Asked if she and her husband ever dis- 
agree on politics, she laughs. ‘Well, I’m 
not ready to go political yet,” she says in 
an elegant, pronounced Slovene accent. 
“That’s his job, and I’m supporting him.” 
Asked if she’s ever frustrated by her hus- 
band’s more controversial views or out- 


landish remarks, she answers 
diplomatically. “He is who he is,” she 
says. “Even if you give him advice, he wiU 
maybe take it in, but then he will do it 
the way he wants to do it. You cannot 
change a person. Let them be. Let them 
be the way they are.” 

• •• 

There are plenty of Republicans who 

like Trump just the way he is. Abrusque, 
braggadocious, bombastic billionaire, 
he has been leading the Republican can- 
didates in the polls for weeks and has 
certainly boosted ratings for their tele- 
vised debates. Though he has toyed with 
running for President in the past, this is 
his first time out as a declared 
candidate, and he’s mastered the 
political art of answering ques- 
tions loudly and head-on while 
actually saying very little. For 
instance, he says he has a plan to 
combat ISIS— but he’s not shar- 
ing it because, he explains, “I 
want to surprise ISIS!” Most pun- 
dits do not believe he could win in 
a general election— though some, 
like columnist Frank Rich, believe that 
Trump, who’s funding his campaign 
himself, has played a valuable role by 
pointing out the hypocrisy and cor- 
ruption of the electoral system. 

Whatever happens. Trump is 
clearly having the time of his life. At 
69 he’s a father of five and grandfa- 
ther to seven (daughter Ivanka’s 
current pregnancy will make it 
eight), and despite three mar- 
riages— two of which ended in tab- 
loid frenzies— he has remarkably 
strong relationships with all of his 
adult children. Being away from 
family, he says, is the one draw- 
back to his current campaign. “I just 
don’t have the time that I would love to 
spend with my children and my wife,” 
he says. “I see less of my grandchildren 
than I might like. But they get how 
important this is.”

The pair wed in 2005, celebrating 
with a lavish reception at his Florida 


estate, Mar-a-Lago, and Barron came 
along the following year. By then Mela- 
nia had established positive relation- 
ships with her husband’s kids from 
previous marriages. "I’m their friend,” 
says Melania, now 45, seated at a dining 
table overlooking Central Park. "I’m not 
their mom. I met them when they were 
teenagers. I went to their high school 
graduations and college graduations, so 
we know each other for a long time.” 

Though Melania has jewelry and 


skin-care lines bearing her name, she 
makes it clear that her main priority is 
being a mom. "My husband is traveling 
all the time,” she says. "Barron needs 
somebody as a parent, so I am with 
him all the time.” Though there’s a 
household staff, Melania says she does 
not have a nanny. She helps with 
homework (right now Barron loves 
science and math), takes him to after- 
school activities and encourages him 
to dream. "He wants to be a golfer, a 
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businessman, a pilot. It’s that age 
when you introduce him to stuff, and 
I like to be very hands-on.” 

On the days when Dad is home. 
Trump and Melania like to stay in and 
watch movies or political news 
together. Melania makes sure there’s 
time for father- son bonding. ‘They go 
alone for dinner, one-on-one,” she says. 
Trump also calls Barron “a very natural 
athlete,” and they both enjoy golf— one 
of Dad’s great passions. “He’s at that age 
where he’s just starting to learn,” says 
Trump. “He’s doing a really good job.” 
Barron’s parents are also fielding his 
questions about a potential family 
move to Washington, D.C. “It’s a little 
scary for Barron,” says Trump, 
“because he thinks he is going to be 
taken away from friends. But I tell him 
if this happens. Daddy will help people, 
and can help children like him, and that 
makes him happy.”

The Trump family fortune originated 

with Friedrich Drumpf, a German 
immigrant who opened a series of 
hotels during the Yukon Gold Rush. His 
son— Trump’s father, Fred— grew the 
fortune as a building developer in 
Brooklyn and Queens. “I learned a lot 
from him about negotiations, about 
life,” says Trump, who joined the family 
business after graduating from Whar- 
ton and expanded the empire to Man- 
hattan real estate. His father “loved to 
work” and seldom took vacations. His 
mother, Mary, “would take care of the 
home and the [five] children,” says 
Trump, who speaks of his parents’ 
63-year marriage with awe: “My 
mother had a very grand style, and my 
father was nuts and bolts. It was an 
interesting combination. They got 
along great. You don’t see many mar- 
riages like that.” 

Trump says he has “always prided 
myself on being a good father,” even 
during his two acrimonious divorces. 
After his split from Ivana Trump in 
1990, their three children (Donald Jr., 
Ivanka and Eric) were sent to boarding 
school to shield them from their par- 
ents’ public war of words (Trump was 
seeing Maples, a former beauty queen.

Brash and unfiltered, Trump has 
been unapologetically outspoken 
about a variety of issues. After 
statements about Hispanic 
immigrants caused outrage in 
June, he lost business contracts 
with Macy’s and NBCUniversal. 

But he remains committed to his goal of deporting all illegal immigrants 
currently living in the U.S. and building a “beautiful” wall on the border 
of Mexico. “Hispanics that have come into the country legally, they want 
to see people come In through the legal process like they did,” he says. 
Trump also refuses to apologize for his remarks about the way certain 
women look. As for calling fellow candidate Carly Fiorina’s viability 
into question, saying, “Look at that face. Would anyone vote for that?” 
Trump insists, “I was really talking about her persona.” His long and 
vicious feud with Rosie O’Donnell? “She’s a horrible bully.” As for why 
he insulted supermodel Heidi Klum, saying she was “no longer a 1 0”? 
“That comment was made very innocently,” Trump says with a shrug. 
“And Heidi’s got a lot of confidence.”

Trump praises 
his kids’ resilience; ''Children are 
tougher than you think,” he says, "and 
they’ve grown up to be people we’re 
really proud of.” 

Trump is now on 
friendly terms with his ex- 
wives, and his four adult 
children— all of whom 
spoke to People for this 
story (see box) — say 
they’re proud of him and 
praise him as a father. 

"When we were kids, we’d 
be sitting in a boardroom 
while he was negotiating a 
deal, and if we were play- 
ing with trucks, making noise, it didn’t 
matter,” Don Jr. recalls. "It wasn’t the 
conventional 'Let’s go play catch in the 
backyard’ kind of thing. But he was 
always there for us.” Tiffany, Trump’s 


daughter with Maples, recalls celebrat- 
ing her 21st birthday last year "at the 
Trump SoHo [hotel], and my mom and 
dad were there with all my friends. My 
mom thinks Melania is an amazing per- 
son. I’m blessed to have a 
dad who’s always there for 
me and a mom who’s 
always there for me, and 
they’re on good terms.” 

If there are political dif- 
ferences in the family, no 
one is airing them in pub- 
lic. And if Trump has any 
doubts about his candi- 
dacy, he’s not admitting 
that either. "If I’m able to 
get the nomination, my 
polling looks very good against Hillary 
or whoever it may be. I think I’ll win.” 
And he’s prepared for the enormous 
cost of running a campaign (Obama’s 
cost an estimated $1 billion in 2012). 


"I’m very liquid. I can spend whatever 
I want,” he says. He’s saving on travel 
because he owns his own plane, and 
who needs advertising? "It’s all Trump, 
all the time on television,” he says. 

Asked if she’s given any thought to 
being First Lady, Melania answers, 
"It’s a long road. I take it day by day. My 
husband has a lot of people cheering 
for him. We will see.” Trump, of 
course, says he’s confident that Mela- 
nia "would be an amazing representa- 
tive for our country. ... I could see her 
being very involved in women’s health 
issues.” Surprisingly, the builder 
known for his gleaming gold palette 
has no plans for the White House 
itself. "If I were elected, I would maybe 
touch it up a little bit,” he says, "but the 
White House is a special place.” He 
leans forward and narrows his eyes to 
make a point. "You don’t want to do 
too much touching.” •

Robach was diagnosed with breast 

cancer after she had an on-air mammo- 
gram for GMA as part of the show’s 
October Pink Initiative to help encour- 
age viewers to get checked. With Shue 
by her side, she announced the shock- 
ing news in an interview with Robin 
Roberts before undergoing a bilateral 
mastectomy. Though it was the most 
aggressive surgery option, Robach felt 
strongly about her decision. (Less inva- 
sive approaches, including lumpec- 
tomy, were also discussed.) Her ''gut 
feeling” to undergo the bilateral mas- 
tectomy is a decision the mother of two 
is grateful she made every day because a 
second, undetected malignancy was dis- 
covered during the operation. As she 
recovered, Robach struggled with the 
physical pain and side effects from sur- 
gery plus eight grueling rounds of che- 
motherapy, all while her relationship 
with Shue was crumbling.

painted,” Shue chimes in. 

"Oh yeah, I meant our 
barn,” she says, breaking 
into a big smile. "Fm so 
proud of it. One day Fll say 
it right too.” While the Good 
Morning America host, 42, 
can now laugh off a playful 
tiff with her husband of five 
years, it wasn’t that long ago 
that the pair were locked in 
far more heated confrontations, before 
she was diagnosed with breast cancer 
in 2013. "We would have blowout 
fights,” Robach recalls of their fiery first 
years of marriage. "Just so much pas- 
sion between us. It was like clockwork; 
we called them the Friday-night fights. 
Everything that was making you crazy 
all week came out.” But after she got the 
devastating news that she had cancer, 
everything changed— though not for 
the better. "I was just too tired to do it 
anymore. That’s when you really get 
nervous: when you just stop caring and 
you can’t do it. At that moment you fig- 
ure out how to make it work or you walk 


ried, and then three years 
later I get cancer,” she says. 
"We were learning howto live 
with each other and raise kids 
together.” (Shue has three 
sons from a previous mar- 
riage, Nate, 19, Aiden, 17, and 
Wyatt, 12, and Robach has 
daughters Annalise, 9, and 
Ava, 12, with ex-husband Tim 
McIntosh.) "This was not 
something I would wish on anyone’s 
marriage, but I think it was especially 
hard on a newer marriage.” Fiercely 
independent, Robach found herself rely- 
ing on Shue in a way she’d never had to 
before. "All of a sudden I felt like I needed 


him in a very needy way, and that’s not 
my personality,” she says. "It threw 
everything up in the air. It was rough for 
several months.” And while Shue, 48, did 
everything he could to be supportive, he 
too struggled to find the right balance 
when it came to her emotions. "You find 
yourself walking on eggshells a little bit. 
Like, Did I say the right thing? Did I do 
the right thing? You’d think it would be 
obvious— just be as affectionate and lov- 
ing as possible— but sometimes they 
want to be on their own.” 

Ultimately, as they made their way 
through the six- month ordeal (Robach 
completed her final round of chemo- 
therapy on April 24, 2014), the couple

refocused on what brought them 
together in the first place. ''We knew 
what we had when we found each other, 
and we knew that if we could just get 
back to what our connection was about 
and just be honest about the fears, then 
we could get through it,” says Shue. "Fm 
not a quitter and she is not a quitter.” The 
couple went to therapy, both individually 
and together, and also consulted their 
closest family and friends for advice. 
What made a difference was 
changing the way they com- 
municated, starting with 
holding nothing back from 
each other. "You really have 
to be as open as possible,” 
says Shue. "I would literally 
ask her, 'What should I say to 
you right now? What do you 


want to hear right now?’ The honesty 
thing is just huge.” 

Now cancer-free, Robach is still con- 
scious every day of the fact that it could 
return, but she refuses to let anxiety 
rule her life. Instead she’s cherishing 
every precious moment she has with 
Shue and their kids, working a little bit 
less and spending more time doing the 
things that she loves with her family. 
"My daughters will tell you that I am 
there more now. Not just 
physically, but mentally I am 
just there in a way I wasn’t 
before. You choose your 
moments differently. That’s 
the gift of facing death,” says 
Robach. "That you say to 
yourself, 'All I need is what I 
have right now.’ ” •

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Inside Her Battle 

For Andrew and nne, our dynamic 
as a couple had worked like this: 

In any crisis, I tended to react 
more stoically, and Andrew 
tended to react more emotionally. 

I was raised to “tough it out,” 
whatever “it” was. But for the first 
time in my life, I was a vulnerable, 
emotional wreck. I needed 
strength and resolve, someone to 
lean on, and I had expected that 
Andrew, who is a beautiful and 
sensitive human being, would 
suddenly be a solid rock, a 
superhuman mountain of 
strength. Instead, there were 
more than a few moments when 
we hit rock bottom. Looking back 
now, I can see that it was unfair 
to expect so much from him. We 
had only been married for three 
and a half years when all this crap 
was thrown our way. For dealing 
with a crisis this existential, that’s 
the equivalent of being on a 
second date— you’re still getting 
to know each other and just 
starting to smooth out the kinks. 

It was only after we sought help in 
managing this new reality that we 
were able to adjust our expec- 
tations and find a rhythm that 
worked. I turned to family and 
friends for advice, and they all 
said a variation of: Give yourself a 
break You are going through hell; 
acknowledge that Its okay to slow 
down. By trying to keep a million 
balls in the air while fighting for 
my life, I was putting impossible 
pressure on myself and on 
Andrew. I had unrealistic 
expectations because I was so 
desperate to keep things exactly 
as they were. I’d 
convinced 
myself that that 
would make me 
feel safe and 
normal. Instead, 

I felt like a failure, 
and sometimes I 
pointed the finger 
at Andrew for 
letting me down.

L ike many of us, Monica 
Lewinsky loves agoodfunny 
video. 'The best one is this 
guy who drives up to fast- 
food windows wearing a 
fake-car-seat costume, so it looks like no 
one’s driving,” she says, sitting in her 
Manhattan studio apartment on a recent 
Sunday. 'Til have to send it to you!” 

But for Lewinsky, laughter isn’t just 
relaxing— it’s a survival tool. The 
woman who became a much- maligned 
household name in 1998 due to her 
affair with President Bill Clinton says 
humor helped her then, and it contin- 
ues to: "It’s like a lightning bolt— it can 
remind you that things can be differ- 
ent.” That’s why when she began work- 
ing with Bystander Revolution 
(bystanderrevolution.org), an anti- 
bullying organization, on its October 
"Month of Action,” she decided one 
of the group’s daily "challenges” 
should be "asking people to send 
funny videos to someone they know 
who’s going through a hard time and 
to post them on social media. 
There’s research behind all the 
chemicals released in your body 
when you laugh.”

Working to help end bullying has 
become a kind of calling for Lewinsky 
now 42. The post-Clinton-scandal years 
were famously rough ones for her: Her 
public shaming made both dating and 
finding work difficult, so much so that, 
she said, “I almost lost my life.” Getting 
a degree in social psychology from the 
London School of Economics helped 
her find purpose, and the 2015 TED 
Talk she gave about her experiences 
with bullying set her on her path. ''Do I 
wish my past was different? Absolutely,” 
she says. "But I’ve been able to give pur- 
pose to my past. I want others to know 
they can do this too.” In a rare interview, 
Lewinsky discussed her work and her 
hopes with PeopZe. 

How did you decide to work with 
Bystander Revolution? 

When I met MacKenzie Bezos [wife of 
Amazon’s Jeff Bezos], who started the 


group, it was kismet. Her team’s 
approach to chipping away at the prob- 
lem of bullying through compassion, 
positivity and action mirrored my own. 
What does the group do? 

We offer simple, practical actions that 
each of us can do to relieve suffering. 
Our website includes hundreds of tips 
and videos from students, celebrities 
(including Demi Lovato and Salma 
Hayek) and leaders sharing advice and 
their personal bullying experiences. I 
wish it had been around 17 years ago! 
Tell us about the Month of 
Action (#MonthOfAction) 
starting Oct. 1. 

October is bullying preven- 
tion month: We are rolling 
out a challenge every day 
from our social media 
channels and website to 
inspire people to act to 


help shift the culture, which is our goal. 

You call yourself "Patient Zero” of 
cyberbullying— in addition to being 
attacked for your involvement 
with Clinton, you were body bullied 
[and called things like "tubby”]. 

What was that like? 

To have the worst things that I think 
about myself and my worst fears 
amplified to me on the world stage was 
devastating. I felt so much shame. 
There is almost an aggressive quality 
about some of the language used to talk 
about women and our physicality. 
Comedians like Mindy Kaling, Lena 
Dunham and Amy Schumer are shining 
a light on that kind of objectification. 
Are you glad to see that? 

I’m a huge fan. I loved it when Amy 
Schumer won an award and in her 
acceptance speech said, "I am, like, 160 
lbs.!” I laughed, because anybody who 
has ever yo-yoed— and I’ve been a 
yo-yoer my whole life— knows the 
prism through which you view 
everything was "How much did I weigh 
then? What size was I?” 

What’s your life like these days? 

I wake up grateful every morning. Even 
when I am grumpy, I am grateful. 
Where people used to come up to me 
and say, "No offense, but do you know 
who you look like?” they are now talk- 
ing to me about my Bystander Revolu- 
tion work or my TED Talk. 

Are your parents proud? 

They are so supportive. My mom texted 
me a few times after my TED Talk and 
said, "It just went over 1 million, and 
only six clicks are from me!” 

What do you do for fun? 

I’m simple. I love to go to dinner, see a 
concert or movie. I’m looking forward 
to the new season of The Good Wife. 
Are you dating? 

You can ask, but I keep my personal life 
private. I think people have known 
enough about my romantic 
life for a lifetime! 

What are your hopes for 
the future? 

I’ll let the future surprise 
me. I’ve promised Barbara 
Walters a dance at my wed- 
ding. I hope to make good on 
that promise someday! •

Am I a class member? Class members include all persons 
in the United States who, at anytime from March 6, 2010, 
through September 3, 2015, made retail purchases of one 
or more Loacker Quadratini wafer products in all sizes 
and flavors that were labeled "All Natural" or "natural" 
and contained one or more of the following ingredients: 
cocoa processed with alkali, sodium acid pyrophosphate, 
soy lecithin, and sodium hydrogen carbonate, glucose 
syrup, dextrose, milk powders, coffee powders, fruit 
powders, sugar, and coconut oil. 

What relief does the settlement provide? In exchange 
for a release of claims from each class member who 
doesn't opt out, Loacker will create a cash settlement fund 
in the amount of $1,200,000.

To receive compensation 
under this settlement you must timely complete a valid 
Claim Form. A Claim Form is available on the Internet at 
the Settlement Website www.auadratiniclaims.com . The 
deadline to submit a Claim Form is November 30, 2015. 

What are my other options? If you don't want to 
be legally bound by the settlement, you must exclude 
yourself by November 30, 2015, or you won't be able 
to sue Loacker over the legal claims in the lawsuit. If 
you exclude yourself, you cannot receive compensation 
from this settlement. If you stay in the settlement, 
you may object to it by November 30, 2015. A detailed 
notice available at the website below explains how 
to exclude yourself or object.

That’s the message other 
new self-help book Big Magic, and she 
wants would-be writers, gardeners, 
dancers— even grown-ups with color- 
ing books— to unfurl their creativity for 
no other reason than that it makes life 
worth living. ‘'We’ve gotten this idea 
that creativity belongs only to the tal- 
ented and the professional,” she says. 
“To continue to do the work that has 
elevated my life, I needed to say, T may 
not brush up against greatness, but 
without this Fm just a meat puppet.’ ”

And so Gilbert let go of commercial 

cares in a way that only a sky-high pile 
of royalties and a Hollywood movie 
deal could afford. She and 
Nunes opened Two But- 
tons, the Frenchtown shop 
where they sell exotic trea- 
sures from their world 
travels. In this rural bor- 
ough an hour outside Man- 
hattan, they have also 
created not one dream 
house but two. “We had made our first 
house so magnificent that the minute 
it was done, we were like, ‘Well, now 
this is boring,’ ” Gilbert says. “So we sold 
it with everything in it, moved to 
another house and started again.” 

Despite remarriage angst so serious 
that she wrote a book. Committed, 
about it in 2010 (the failure of her first 
marriage is what sent her fleeing to 
Italy, India and Bali), Gilbert says her 
life with Nunes is bliss. “We were pretty 
long in the tooth when we found each 
other, and we had lived out a lot of our 
stupidity already,” she explains. “Fm 
just so grateful to be living with some- 
one who wants to be nice to me every 
day.” She emphatically does not regret 


having no children— “Oh God, no! The 
idea of a childless woman so fraught 
with emptiness, that’s not who I am”— 
delighting instead in the 
two months each year she 
and Nunes spend in Austra- 
lia with his two grandchil- 
dren, ages 2 and 4, from his 
first marriage. “They call me 
Auntie Grandma,” she says. 
“They’re my buddies.” Gil- 
bert has three tattoos, albeit 
in barely- there white ink— “Courage” 
and “Compassion” on each inner fore- 
arm and “Stubborn Gladness” on her 
right wrist— as a reminder, she 
says, that “joy is a muscle; you 
can’t simply wait for it to hap- 
pen.” She’s thinking of inking 
her other wrist with “ ‘Here. 

You take it.’ So whenever I am 
holding on to pain, I can throw 
up my arm to God and be like, 

‘Here, you take it! Fm not car- 
rying this around.’ ” 

When it comes to process- 
ing life’s ups and downs, 

Gilbert makes collages from 
photos in old Sotheby’s cata- 
logs. “I do a lot with Mod 


Podge— cutting and pasting, basically,” 
she says. “Then I put my collages in a 
drawer.” And on Wednesdays — 
“religiously,” she says— Gilbert and her 
friends hit the local bar’s Karaoke Night, 
where she refuses to let her inner Diana 
Ross surrender to her outer lack of vocal 
talent. “We suck. We can’t sing,” she 
says. “But that’s not what it’s 
about. It’s about some insane 
creative group experience.” 
Following curiosity’s lead, 
she is now working on a 
novel about New York City 
showgirls of the 1940s, 
inspired by essays on theater 
criticism that she found 
in boxes from her aunt Lolly, 
94. “Whoever wants to come 
along with me on the next 
chapters of my journey,” 
Gilbert says, “they’re invited 
and welcome.” •

I’m not going to let them 
define me,” Velasquez

S ome kids may have been ner- 
vous to start kindergarten, 
but not Lizzie Velasquez. 
''My parents sent me to 
school very excited. I thought 
it was going to be superfun,” recalls the 
Austin, Texas, native, who has lived 
with the rare genetic disorder Marfan 
syndrome since birth. "Instead I was 
met with staring and name-calling. I 


couldn’t really comprehend what was 
going on. I went home and asked my 
parents, 'What is wrong with me? Why 
don’t they like me? I haven’t done any- 
thing to them.’ By the end of every 
school year, I would find my confi- 
dence. But then I’d have to start all over 
in the fall.” 

These days confidence isn’t an issue 
for the 26-year-old, who, after stum- 


bling across a YouTube video calling 
her the "Ugliest Woman in the World” 
when she was 17, is now an acclaimed 
motivational speaker with a documen- 
tary, A Brave Heart: The Lizzie Velas- 
quez Story, currently in theaters. 

The YouTube video "crushed my 
spirit,” Velasquez admits. "I was desper- 
ate to find one positive comment that 
supported me, and I never found one. It

was absolutely mind-blowing. I kept 
thinking, 'How do I build myself back 
up? Do I want to build myself back up?’ ”

Instead of giving in to her “darkest 

moment,” Velasquez— who also has 
lipodystrophy, which affects her ability 
to gain weight— dived deep into her 
dream career of motivational speaking, 
a passion she discovered after being 
asked to share her story at an assembly 
in high school. “I won’t sugarcoat it and 
say it was an easy transition, because it 
took a lot of work and a lot of determi- 
nation,” the “self-taught” speaker says 
of moving on from the YouTube video 
incident. But she began speaking at 
other schools and was slowly building 
a successful career before her well- 
received 2013 TED talk (which has 
been viewed on YouTube almost 
10 million times) really raised her pro- 
file. “1 was just a girl in her room feeling 
sorry for herself and trying to dream of 
a world where 1 would be accepted. And 
now 1 get to travel the world helping 
others. It’s more than 1 ever could have 
dreamed of,” says Velasquez, whose 
fight to get anti-bullying legislation 
passed by Congress is chronicled in A 
Brave Heart “People still stare,” says 
Velasquez. “But now it might be 
because they recognize me and are ner- 
vous to come up and say hi.” •

moment, but it dissipated as 1 started 
walking. It was calm, it was beautiful, it 
was majestic.” 

Petit’s death-defying feat of hubris 
and grace— he crossed between the tow- 
ers eight times over 45 minutes as 
police waited to arrest him— was 
immortalized in the 2008 Oscar- 
winning documentary Man on Wire. 
And now it’s the inspiration for the 
vertigo-inducing new movie The Walk, 
in which Joseph Gordon-Levitt por- 
trays Petit as equal parts visionary and 
obsessive (see review page 44). Petit, 66, 
looks back on his walk as a work of art: 
"I was half man, half bird,” he says, 
"dancing in the sky with 
the biggest city in the 
world looking at me.” 

Born in Nemours, 

France, Petit taught him- 
self juggling and magic as 
a youngster and began a 
life as a "troubadour, 
street juggler, pick- 
pocket, journeyman and 
high-wire walker.” In 
1971 he walked across a 
wire rigged between the 


towers of Paris’s Notre Dame Cathedral 
and, two years later, staged a similar act 
atop the Sydney Harbour Bridge. Just a 
year after the Twin Towers opened, he 
and a few accomplices posed as delivery- 
men and construction workers to 
secretly haul equipment to the top. On 
the wire more than 1,300 ft. up. Petit saw 
crowds gathering below and dealt with 
"alot of turbulence” by loweringhis cen- 
ter of gravity. Was he afraid of death? 
"Never, because how could I start walk- 
ing on a wire if I felt, 'Oh my God, what if 
I lose my life?’ The only way I can put 
another foot on the wire is by knowing 
that I will safely arrive on the other side.” 

After his arrest, a judge 
let him off the hook if he 
agreed to do a wire-walk- 
ing show in Central Park. 

For The Walk, Petit 
trained Gordon-Levitt, 
34, whom he calls a "very 
quick” study, for eight 
days. "He said, 'By the end 
of this workshop, you will 
walk on this wire by your- 
self,’ ” Gordon-Levitt says. 
"I thought to myself, 'That

F or 19-year-old Dean Rogers, the 
past four summers at Night- 
hawk Ranch in the hills of 
Guffey, Colo., have been a life- 
saver— literally. “I absolutely 
loved working with the animals,” says 
Dean, who was 15 and recovering from 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma when he first came 
to the ranch. ''I was a lot more at peace, 1 
was a lot happier. 1 laughed a lot more,” he 
says. ‘The camp really helped me get rid of 
the stress I had at the time.” 

Which is exactly what oil-field contrac- 
tor and prostate cancer survivor Tom Evans, 
68, and his wife, Dorothy, 67, had in mind 
when they opened the 320-acre working 
ranch and summer camp in 2012. ‘T went to 
radiation for 14 weeks, so I would see a lot of 
these kids in there, and they were just really 
special people,” says Tom, who doesn’t 
charge for the camp and funds almost aU of 
its operations himself. “They had a zest for 
life and were inspiring to me, so we had to 
find a way to help these guys out.” 

During each of the four one-week-long 
sessions, campers are paired with one of the 
horses on the ranch, which they learn to 
feed, groom and ride. “These horses do a 
therapeutic job beyond the fun activity of 
riding,” says mustang trainer Justin Dunn, 
39. “It changes the kids’ lives for the better.” 
Ranch chores build confidence and forge 
friendships, says Tom. “They find out what 
they’re really capable of.” Adds Dorothy: 
“It’s empowering to see.” •
